BERLIN, Aug- 23.—-The Gorman 
conservative press lately, in an evi­ 
dent effort to influence the Entente 
and save the ex-Kaiser from the ig­ 
nominy ef extradition and criminal 
prosecution, has devoted many col­ 
umns to “documentary evidence” cal­ 
culated to diape Wilhelm von -Hohen- 
zollern in the robes of a peace apos­ 
tle to whose angelic conscience war 
was the supreme of all abominations. 
A noteworthy example was an alleged 
letter to Bbthmann-Hollweg, supposed 
to fiave bwn written in July, 1014, at­ 
tacking Austria's attitude toward Ser­ 
bia and declaring the Austra-Serbián 
situation did not constitute a casus 
belli. 
Now comes D rr’Helff&rich, former 
imperial vice chancellor, with the de­ 
claration that the Kaiser was one of 
the strongest opponents of ruthless 
U-boat warfare. 
Thia statement and 
some interesting allusions 
to 
Ger­ 
many’s relations with 
the 
United 
States just before Amerite entered 
the conflict are contained in the sec­ 
ond volume of Dr. Helfferieh’s work 
on the world war* ¿U3t published. 
Dr. Helfferich recalls an imperial 
dinner parly at Chnrleville on No­ 
vember 25, 1914, at which he was a 
guest, by imperial command^ 
"The. Kaiser,” writes Dr. Helffcr- 
ieh* verified the report that the Brit­ 
ish superdreadnaught Audacious had 
struck a German mine and sunk. 
At 
the table a high naval officer—not 
Admiral von Tirpitz—remarked that 
the giant British passenger at*v.t»er 
C evenir had • gucapf vf" "A -rrñfítf^by 
hair’s breadth. 
Tjte Karier replied, 
‘Thank God it didn’t come to that.’ ”• 
The admiral, according to Dr. Ilelf- 
fc-rich, looked astounded, whereat the 
Kaiser sat up straight and said in a 
loud voice: 
“Gentlemen, always hear in mind 
that our sword must remain dean. We 
ara not conducting war against wom­ 
en and children. We want to conduct 
the war decently, the ¿ame as the 
others do. Make a note of that.” 
From the Kaiser Dr. Helfferich 
switches over to President Wilson, 
and the events that led up to Ameri­ 
ca’s entry into the war. On this sub­
